May it please Your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit this, my Fourth Annual Report, in 
pursuance of the provisions of the Habitual Drunkards Act, 1879, and the 
Inebriates Act, 1898. 

Certified Inebriate Reformatory. 

. The Certified Reformatory, established at Waterford for thirty male 
patients, continues to be carried on in the premises described in my last. 
Report, and which, although unsuitable for the purpose, are the best that, 
up to the present, the religious community which co mme nced this good, 
work have been able to obtain. 

I am glad, however, to record that, in consequence of representations 
made by If our Excellency, the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s 
Treasury have been pleased to increase the rate of the Government contri- 
bution in aid of the maintenance of the patients committed under Section 2 
of the Act of 1898, from 7s. to 10s. 6 d. per head per week, for a period of 
six years from the date of the opening of the Reformatory. 

This increased grant will be allowed to any Certified Reformatory 
established before the end of the present year. 

At ^ the beginning of the year 1907, there were nine patients in St. 
Patrick’s Reformatory, and, during the year, nineteen were admitted; two 
were discharged; one was transferred to the Ennis State Reformatory; 
and four were out on licence at the end of the year, leaving twenty-one 
resident on the 31st December. 

During the year, four patients who were out on licence had their 
licences revoked for breaches of the conditions under which they were 
granted, and these cases were taken back to the institution. 

The patients are well treated, and afforded every liberty and privilege 
which it is. possible to give them, and the general management of the 
institution is satisfactory. 

The statistics relative to the Reformatory will be found in Appendix 
A, and the cost of maintenance during the year is shown in Appendix B. 
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Inebriate Retreat. 

During the year, the Retreat, known as “ The Lodge,” established by 
the Irish Women’s Temperance Union in a suburb of Belfast, was removed 
to larger and better premises which, for the sake of continuity, have also 
been named “ The Lodge.” 

.The new house contains large, airy rooms, with sufficient sanitary 
accommodation, and an ample supply of water. The grounds attached to 
the house measure about three acres, and are admirably suited for 
recreation and exercise. The licence is for sixteen patients only, but the 
building is capable of accommodating a much larger number. 

At the beginning of 1907 there were nine patients resident in the 
Retreat, and, during the year, there were thirteen admissions (including 
two re-admissions) and twelve discharges, leaving ten resident in the 
institution on the 31st December last. 

In three cases, patients were discharged on a Magistrate’s Order before 
the expiration of their term, in one case owing to urgent private affairs, 
and in two for refractory conduct, rendering their continued residence 
detrimental to the interests of the other patients, and to the general welfare 
of the Retreat. 

I can report most favourably on the general condition of the institu- 
tion, and the treatment of the patients, to whose well-being the Managing 
Committee and the Honorary Secretary devote themselves in a whole- 
hearted manner. 

Indeed, so much attention is given to every detail of administration, 
and the personal interest of each of the patients is looked after to such a 
degree, that it tends to make some of them unreasonable in their demands. 

The patience with which they are treated will, I trust, in the end 
appeal to the better feelings of the majority, and thus help towards their 
reformation, the basis of which must be laid by elevating and strengthening 
their moral character. 

Particulars relative to the Retreat and its inmates are given in 
tabular form in Appendix C.
